For instance, there should be « prec. detere- 
imation of the emount and the category of the compensation due the Philippines from 
America’s use of Philippine bases. It scarcely sakes for Philippine-Aserican ‘riend- 
ship and understanding for Filipine legisiators to speak of rent for the bases, 
while U.S. leptslators talk of “economic aid” in consideration of the use of the 


bases. 


Amother logical goal of the rewiew is to epdete the framework of the scheme of 
ecomomic cooperation betweer the Philippines and the United States. it cannot be 
dented, here or in the United States, that ewen the underlying philosophy of 
Philippine-american economic relations needs to be nodernized. The ant iquated 
epperetus of bilateral trade cries for owerheuling, if sot replacement. 


It would eeem that it is incumbent upom the reviewing legisla iwe committees tc press 
their joint mission with an eve single to the achiewement of these and related goals. 
If the findings of the reviewing committees warvant changes in, say, the bases 
agreement, proper neesures for the amendment of the accord may wery well be orged 

om the president. Under the president ial-perliamentary system (‘such as we 

are supposed to have), there is no danger whatever of impinging om the powers of 

the presidency in making that recommendat ior. 


The prevailing consensus is thet it .# in the sutusl interest of the Philippines and 
the United States for the letter to aewe comtinwed use of the bases. The rewlewing 
committees ought to determine bow such sutual interest can be enhanced. 


With the Sowfet Union relertiessly engaged in political and naval expansion in the 
Asia-Pacific region, and with severe] American strategists and planners looking for 
possible alternatives to Clark Air Base ond Subic Newel Base, scrupulous care 
should be taken to obviate any nistaker impression thet the Philippine Gowernment 
tntends to dismantle such bases.
